FROM VIRGINIA. 


New York, June 27.—The Xerald'i 


Richmond and Petersburg correspondent 
says^Qen. Terry commanding at Richmond 
has issued an order announcing that slave- 
ry having ceaaed to cxiat in Virginia all 
the state and municipal laws restoring the 
personal liberty of colored persons, have 
become obsolete and that hereafter the col- 
ored people will enjoy the same personal 
liberty as the whites and be subject only 
to the same restraints and punuthments. 
Vagrancy, however, will not be permitted 
on the part of the negroes any more than 
on that of white citizens. Tha testimony 
of colored persona, he also states, will be 
received in all cases before the military 
courts in his department. 


Oen. Hartsuff commanding at Peters- 


burg, has forbidden in an official order, 
the holding of any more meetings by the 
planters to establish a fixed price for the 
labor of the negroes, or to make distinc- 
tions preiudicial to their interests, and no 
difference in the rate of compensation for 
the same labor by blacks and whites is to 
be allowed. 


The Virginia Legislature adjourned 


sine cite on Friday evening last alter a ses- 
sion of five days. Nearly all the measures 
required by Qov. Pierpont to assist him in 
the work of reconstructing the State gov- 
ernment were passed, eliciting little or no 
debate in their passage. ^The most im- 
portant of these was that extending tho 
elective franchise to persons who were ex- 
cluded from it by the Alexandria Consti- 
tution. These persons are those who have 
voluntarily given aid und comfort to the 
rebellion since the 1st of January, 1864. 


The election of members of Congress 


and of the new legislature is to take place 
on the 12th of next October. 
At this elec- 


tion the people are also to decide whether 
the legislature shall have power to repeal 
the constitutional provisions which ex- 
cludes from holding office all who haye 
been engaged in the rebellion. 


FROM WASHINGTON, 


New York, June 27.—Tho Herald's 


Washington special says among other val- 
uable property seized upon by Col. Loom- 
is, special agent of the Treasury Depart- 
ment in Virginia, is tho military railroad 
leading from Danville to Greensboro, forty 
miles in length, built by the rebel army. 
The road to be run under tt-a control of 
the Treasury until regularly confiscated by 
tho Court and is expected to pay a hand- 
some percentage above expenses. The 
Lincoln cavalry who have rendered sig- 
nal service in Guslar's division throughout 
the war, and lately commanded by W. A. 
Adams, is enroutefor New York to' be 
paid and discharged from the service and 
will arrive there sometime to-morrow.

n Nevrry when he plunged deeply into 
trish politic?, about the time of the mon- 
ster repeal meetings held in 184o. On the 
Icath of Thomas 1'avis in lS-!-~>, lie became 
!ss<H'iiite editor of the A'ufinn, which was 
•ertainly i!ie best written and most iutlu- 
entia! newspaper ever published in Ireland, 
ip to that time. Kvcn tho politics of I>a- 
vis were rose-tinted with poetry, but the 
irtides written by Mitchell were liereo, 
-tern, truculent and audacious. lie had 
icon c-.nnei.-tcd with tho Xa/it-n for ab<mt 
1 year, when, in a leader, which excited 
ur.sual attention, he .sugges-ted that,in tlio 
•vent of any street encounter between the 
populace and regular army, the latter 
.night be seriously injured'by throwing 
vitriolic ajid upon them nut of the win 
dows. 
l-'rom that time, (as the Xittion 


was prosecuted for this particular article.) 
Mr. Charles Gaven Duffy, proprietor and 
principal editor, exercised a strict snrreH- 
lan,'e over Mr. Mitchell's contributions, 
and the result was that, becoming irritated 
at his fiercest denunciations being prudent- 
ly cut out, he quitted the Xation toward 
the 
end 
of IS IT, and established a 


weekly 
paper 
of 
his 
own, 


called the i'liitcd Ji-itJunan. 
Compared 


with this, every other ultra journal in 
fublin was cold and mild. Its avowed 
object was to provoke the (Joveir-mcnt to 
prosecute it—Mitchell's persuasion being 
that, in the then excited state of the public 
mind, no jury would agree t-i convict him. 
Perhaps the Irish Government had the 
same belief, for it bore with the most vio- 
lent and bitter taunts from MjtcheH's pen 
for three months. Then, taking courage, 
it suppressed the L'nilcd Irislunn, and 
arrested Mitchell or. a charge of sedition. 
His trial and conviction soon followed—in 
May, 184S—and lie was s-p'-edily put on 
board a sloop-of-wav, and sent to Ik-rmu'la, 
01 roi.'le to Australia—his ncntcnce being 
transportation for fourteen years.

the country that for all agricultural pur- 
pose?, this season, "so far as it has advance 
ed, is the most favorable that has been 
witnessed for many years. Never per- 
haps was there more prospect of abun- 
dance.

The Greensburg (Indiana) Chronicle 


says that the storm of wind andrain which 
incurred on Sunday last, did considerable 
damage to growing crops, especially oats. 
Wheat was damaged fo some extent and 
heavy timothy was prostrated where it was 
not sheltered by timber. 


The Lafayette county (Ohio) Herald 


says that tho-wheat harvest has commenc- 
ed iu this county, and tho crop, we believe, 
is likely to yield well. There is the heav- 
iest crop of grass in this county this year 
that we ever saw. 


The llillsboro' (Ohio) \eics hears much 


complaint from farmers of this township, 
Paint and Washington, of injury to the 
wheat from smut and weevil. Some fields 
are represented to be so bad aa not to be 
worth cutting. The smooth wheat and 
the late sown are the most affected. Where 
the grain has escaped these enemies, the 
prospect is good for a heavy yield, and of 
xcellcnt quality. 


A correspondent of tiie Chicago Tribune 


says of the crops in Michigan: " The 
yield of wheat will bo large in this State. 
It looks uniformly well. The hay crop is 
unusually large. Fruit is in great abun- 
dance. The crop of peaches will be larg- 
er than it has been for years." 


The Cleveland Leader of Thursday says|: 


"A trip through several counties adjacent 
and in the central portion of the State en- 
ables us to speak assuredly when we say 
that grain and grass, never looked finer, 
and the harvest will be nearly, or quite a 
fortnight earlier than usual. The waving 
fields of wheat in Stark, Wayne, Holmes 
and contiguous counties arc already don- 
ning their golden robe, and barley, of 
which a great breadth was sown, is almoat 
is forward. The insect, except in rare 
:a.sc«, where lands were late sown, is do- 
ng no damage, and heavy winds have been

On the whole, 
our people never had a finer prospect for 
tbiindant and cheap eatables, for the 
weather continues fine, with enough, but 
not t'io much rain. Let us all rejoice.

DEATH or THE ARCHITECT or THE CRYS- 


TAL PALACE.—The Asia brought ne\vs of 
the death of Sir Joseph Paxton, the archi- 
tect and horticulturist. 
lie first became 


famous as an architect by reason of Jiia 
success as Superintendent of the ]>ukc of 
Devonshire's works at Chaisworth—works 
which were held to render that nobleman's 
country scat at that place the finest in 
England. It 18ol ho was the desijrner of 
the Crystal Palace for the World's Eshib:- 
tion, and the edifice was built under his 
superintendence. For his services in th-it 
instance, he was knighted, lie construct- 
ed the enlarged and remodelod Sydenham 
Crystal Palace, having charge of the layinK 
out of the grounds as well. Sir Joseph 
Paxton was twice or three times elected 
to the House of Commons. He was author 
of, or contributor to, a number of horticul- 
tural publications. At the time of h-g 
death he was eixty-two years of age.

Mitchell moved to Tennes- 
see, where his attempt at farming did not 
succeed, lie then established the Sout/i- 
ent Citizen, a journal of pro-slavery pro- 
clivities, in which he strongly urged {hat 
the African slave trade *houfd be re-open- 
ed ami legalized, so as to give more 
" hands" at lower prices, to the Southern 
cultivators of cotton, tobacco and rice. 


Finally, Mitchell removed with his pa- 


per to Washington, but it did not prosper 
there, and then he went to Paris, as corre- 
spondent oi a Repeal newspaper in Dub- 
lin, and one or two p.ipers in the South. 
Immediately after the rebellion broke out, 
he obtained the editorship of the Richmond 
J;'.i:antincr, in which capacity he labored 
with au energy and perseverance worthy 
of a better cause, until the capture of Rich- 
mond by the Union army. lie gave two, 
if not three of his sons to the rebel service 
and a-; least one of them Jied ou the bat- 
tlefieM. 
He was the ablest advocate of 


the mock Government of which Crinoline 
I'iivis was head, and allowed no opportuni- 
ty t'i pass of vilifying niul ridiculing the 
I nion cause and its luyal supporters, rivil
